Coalition To Save Rent Control

Dear Tenants and Supporters, 


On Saturday, March 9, at 10:00 A.M. at the office of Newark Coalition For 
Neighborhoods, 38 1/2 Walnut St., we will be holding a strategy meeting about 
our next steps in the efforts to protect rent control. 


As you probably know, because of our efforts the changes which were 
being proposed in the law were tabled at the last City Council meeting. 
We are glad this happened, because we have serious problems with the proposals 
especially: 


1) eliminating rent control from 4 family occupied buildings and 
2) vacancy decontrol (which they are calling "rehabilitation"), which will 
result in ‘tenants being forced out, and rents going up 50%!
